ERINDALE  EXPLOITS  THE  SOCIOLOGY  DEPT .  REVOLUTION 

One  month  ago  a  chain  of  events  was  set  in  motion  that 
last  week  presented  the  Sociology  Dept  here  with  a  chance  that  they 
at  once  took  advantage  of.  By  some  very  fast  action  Bob  Thomas  of 
Erindale  got  himself  elected  at  the  eleventh  hour  to  a  special  commit- 
tee which  had  been  set  up  to  study  propos.als  which  may  lead  to  the 
democratization  of  the  sociology  of  the  university.  Of  the  six  students 
on  the  committee  only  four  are  undergraduate  and  two  of  them  represent 
Erindale  and  Scarborough.  This  is  obviously  going  to  present  our  Soc 
Dept.  with  a  chance  to  male  a  significant  and  independent  contribution. 

HOW  IT  HAPPENED 

On  January  8th  in  the  meeting  of.  the  Undergraduate 
Curriculum  Committee  for  the  Sociology  Dept.,  a  violent  conflict 
broke  out  over  the  principle  of  how  the  decisions  were  to  be  made. 
The  contestants  were  Prof .S.D.Clark,  the  committee  chairman,  and 
a  senior  faculty  member,  Prof.  Lois  Feuer. 

The  issue  was  over  the  course,  Sociology  323-whether  it 
would  be  introduced  into  the  second  year.  However  the  real  conflict 
arose  when  Prof.  Feuer  was  over-ruled  by  the  chairman. 

Feuer  cried  that  the  meetings  were  undemocratic  and  he 
accused  Clark  of  trying  to  push  through  changes  without  giving  the 
professors  concerned  in  these  changes  enough  Earning  to  prepare   ■ 
their  defence.  Both  men  lost  their  tempers.  Clark  threatened  to  resign 
tfhile  Feuer  managed  to  r£.lly  the  students  around  him.  The  meeting 
finally  ended  in  a  vote-a  victory  for  the  Feuerites.

Twd  weeks  ago  the  "Erindalian" ,  upon  the  third  cancellation  of  a 
S.A.G.S.  meeting  through  the  lack  of  a  quorum,  asked  that  the  "members 
of  the  council  who  seemingly  can't  find  it  in  them  to  make  this  minimum 
effort  (attending  the  meetings)  should  resign".   As  a  result  of  this  one 
member  did  have  the  courage  to  come  forward  and  hand  in  his  resignation. 

Last  Wednesday  (Feb.  8)  yet  another  meeting  was  cancelled  for  thfe 
same  reason.   The  "Erindalian"  feels  that  these  people  who  haven't  the 
integrety  to  resign  when  they  obviously  aren't  going  to  make  the  effort 
that  they  in  essence  promised  to  do  when  they  ran  for  the  office,  will 
have  to  be  asked  to  do  so. 

The  following  people  have  been  absent  as  a  habit  over  the  last  four 
meetings  without  any  excuse \    Stephanie  Thomson,  Sandy  Cummings,  Barry 
Rezepa,  and  Gord  Meakings. 

If  there  is  no  reaction  from  these  people  in  the  next  week  then  the 
"Erindalian"  asks  the  S.AoG.E.  to  pass  a  motion  that  they  be  dismissed. 

Are  We  Really  Intellectually  Bankrupt? 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  a  general  meeting  for  all  students  was  held 
to  discuss  what  is  or  is  not  happening  at  Erindale.   At  this  stage  in 
the  year  it  seems  ridiculously  redundant  to  start  talking  about  the  fact 
that  there  was  only  a  17%   turn-out.  Perhaps  we  should  be  happy  that 
twice  as  many  students  showed  less  fear  in  giving  their  blood  than  their 
time  on  the  same  day. 

However,  a  few  interesting  and  provocative  ideas  did  come  to  light 
during  the  meeting,  the  most  controversial  being — did  we  come  to  uni- 
versity to  retain  our  high  school  attitudes  without  the  burden  of  teach- 
ers taking  attendance  in  the  classes  or  are  we  really  seeking  a  commun- 
ity of  scholars  as  some  people  would  have  us  believe.   Certainly  the 
events  of  this  year  bear  out  the  former  argument  and  we  have  yet  to  con- 
test its  validity.   Since  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  all  attempts 
at  establishing  any  type  of  academic  club  or  group  has  failed  miserably. 
S.AcG.Ec  had  hoped  to  start  curriculum  clubs  after  school  which  would 
enable  students  to  pursue  their  chosen  fields  in  greater  depth  than  they 
encountered  in  the  lecture  room.  There  was  no  response.  When  Dr.  Wilson 
recommended  that  the  students  establish  a  Student  Originated  Course  and 
S.A.G.E.  tried  to  get  the  wheels  turning  for  this,  again,  there  was  no 
response. 

The  obvious  answer  seems  to  be  that  there  is  no  one  in  the  college 
who  is  interested  in  engaging  in  intellectual  discussion  which  would 
carry  them  past  their  assigned  studies.   Perhaps  people  are  correct  when 
they  say  that  the  students  at  Erindale  are  a  bunch  of  second-raters, 
intellectually,  because  they  have  been  shunted  out  here  after  being  re- 
fused admission  to  the  college  of  their  first  choice  because  of  low 
marks.   Perhaps  Mr.  Adamowski  is  correct  when  he  says  that  there  may  be 
only  five  students  in  the  college  which  he  considers  to  be  intellectuals 
But  where  are  the  other  ^55  students?  Certainly  we  haven't  begun  to 
prove  any  of  these  people  wrong  yet.

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The  Name  of  the  Game.... is  Real  Student  Power 

Not  all  students  are  really  intelligent,  but  who  is  better  informed? 
Not  all  universities  are  great,  but  where  can  a  greater  density  of  learned 
people  be  found?  It  is  around  this  basis  that  today's  student  power  emerges. 
But  student  pov».r  is  so  often  related  to  activism,  conflict  and  violence.  Is 
this  the  only  brand  of  student  power? 

We  are  constantly  being  told  that  we  are  to  inherit  the  world  and  why 
can't  we  do  something  about  it.  The  pro-activists  on  many  campuses  are 
also  pro-violent  ("Burn  baby  Burn")  but  they  offer  few  solid,  feasible 
solutions.  They  are  branded  as  student  power  advocates  and  student  power  is 
then  branded  bad.  But  the  violent  students  are  a  minority  of  the  total 
university  population.  Twelve  hundred  students  can  march  on  the  Parliament 
Buildings  chanting  demands  and  screaming  threats  to  get  publicity  and  sup- 
posedly present  their  views.  This  is  the  direct  confrontation  system  also 
called  mob  rule  or  skip  a  class  and  join  the  fun. 

If  half  of  the  full  time  students  attending  U.  of  T.  took  the  few  minutes 
to  put  into  writing  a  prescribed  letter  distributed  by  SAC  and  mailed  it,  can 
you  imagine  the  impact?  One  thousand  to  the  Toronto  Telegram,  one  thousand 
to  the  Toronto  Star,  and  one  thousand  to  the  Globe  and  Mail,  all  mailed  on  the 
same  date.   That  only  leaves  seven  thousand  letters  to  Mr.  Davis,  who  would 
be  appreciative  of  some  solid  plan.   That  is  real  student  power.

Do  you  want  to  wreck  your  new  car,  or  the  car  you  are  driving?  What  car 
will  you  drive  if  yours  is  laid  up  for  repairs?

Should  you  pay 
for  other  people's  medical  costs  if  their  injuries  weren't  really  your  fault? 

Do  you  want  to  be  crippled  all  your  life?  Do  you  have  enough  insurance  to 
support  yourself  for  a  lifetime?  How  much  would  you  get  a  year? 

Do  you  want  to  kill  or  be  killed?  You  live  only  once  — why  die  young? 

Let  us  presume  that  you  are  very  lucky  —  even  then  —  do  you  want  these 
things  to  happen  to  your  friends? 

You  risk  a  lot  on  Mississauga  Road  when  you  enter  it  from  a  hidden  entrance, 
come  upon  a  hidden  entrance  where  there  are  no  traffic  lights,  can't  see  reasonably 
far  ahead  because  it's  too  curvy,  where  you  canskid  your  car  completely  out  of 
control  on  banked  curves  and  steep  hills,  and  where  the  condition  of  the  road  is 
net  satisfactory  for  safe  driving. 

There  were  three  accidents  on  Tuesday  night,  January  28,  on  Mississauga  Road. 
Two  involved  members  of  the  College  staff,  and  more  cars,  including  the  College 
bus,  skidded  almost  out  of  control.   Remember  the  chain  of  accidents  on  March  1st 
last  year,  when  you  had  to  walk  from  Dundas  Highway  because  the  bus  couldn't  come 
up?  Between  these  dates  other  people  from  the  faculty  and  administration  have 
been  involved  in  accidents  due  to  skidding,  and  perhaps  more  among  you.

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Return  with  me  to  the  rip  -snortin '  rough  and  tumble  yesteryear  of  the  wild 
wild  west's  Dodge  City.  At  that  time  there  were  two  sheriffs.  Erindale  College  also 
has  two  sheriffs:  S.A.G.E.  -  The  students  Administrative  Government  of  Erindale  - 
and  the  E.C.C.  -  The  Erindale  College  Council. 

From  S.A.G.E. 's  19  members  (5  executives,  1  and  11  year  reps,  and  12  committee 
chairmen)  twelve  "deputy"  committees  have  been  formed.  The  S.A.G.E.  committees  meet 
either  privately  or  with  the  E.C.C.  committee  that  is  concerned.  These  committees 
recommend  policies  to  S.A.G.E.  S.A.G.E.  meets  every  two  weeks  and  that  is  where 
decisions  are  made.  This  body  arbitrates  all  student  affairs  and  doles  out  the  money 
for  them. 

That  other  sheriff  with  saavy  is  the  E.C.C.  with  committees  also,  complete 
faculty  membership,  and  twenty  students  it  has  to  deal  with  all  the  university  affairs 
not  the  concern  of  the  students.  This  includes  such  examples  as  parking  lots,  and 
awards.  When  the  E.C.C.  with  its  committees'  advice  decides  on  a  course  of  action,  it 
sends  its  proposal  to  the  "state  marshall"  -  the  U  of  T  Board  of  Governors  for  financial 
approval  and  the  Senate  for  Academic  approval  if  that  is  the  case. 

Now  sheriff  S.A.G.E.  is  not  always  as  wise  as  its  name  would  suggest.   So 
before  he  goes  out  "gunnin"  for  "onery  cusses"  often  he  consults  the  ten  faculty 
members  and  eleven  students  of  the  Principal's  Council  (who  meet  once  a  month).  The 
Principal's  Council  only  advises  and  recommends;  it  never  decides  for  S.A.G.E. 

Now  the  two  sheriffs  know  that  the  community  needs,  besides  electrical 
outlets,  athletic  and  recreational  ones.  To  that  end  the  Erindale  College  Athletic 
and  Recreational  Association's  six  members  and  one  unofficial  faculty  member  organize 
the  appropriate  actions  -  dances,  clubs  and  Awards  Banquets. 


E.C.C.  ELECTIONS  POSTPONED  TO  FEBRUARY  Uth. 

The  eight  students  who  are  to  be  elected  will  now  have  one  more  week  before 
the  elections.  This  action  was  "taken  to  allow  more  nominations  to  be  made  for  these 
important  positions. 

At  its  last  meeting  the  E.C.C.  passed  a  motion  for  twenty  students  to  become 
members  until  September  1969.   Twelve  students  are  already  members,  selected  from 
the  Erindale  Student  Government.  It  was  felt  that  the  last  8  should  be  chosen  from 
the  student  body  at  large  to  -avoid  the  clique  effect  inherent  in  having  the  same 
people  who  are  already  involved.

The  Art  Committee  hopes  to  have  David  Blackwood  here  to  discuss 
his  work  next  week.   The  assembly  will  take  place  informally  in  the 
foyer  of  the  main  entrance-   The  following  is  an  exerpt   from  the 
Ivening  Telegram,  St.  John's  by  Michael  Cook;  Michael  Cook  says  it 
better  than  I  could  ever  attempt  to. 

"The  'Lost  Party'  series  by  the  Newfoundland  born  artist  David 
Blackwood  is  more  than  a  collection  of  prints;  it  is  the  visual  rendi- 
tion of  a  mythology,  the  re-creation  of  an  environment  that,  before 
long,  few  will  remember,  and  fewer  still  understand.   The  outcry  against 
sealing,  its  practice  and  methods  (although  drawing  attention  to  the 
plight  of  the  vanishing  seal)  has  done  little  to  record  the  staggering 
risks  undertaken  a  few  years  ago  by  those  who  went,  not  in  pursuit  of 
the  seal  so  much  as  in  pursuit  of  a  livelihood. 

We  live  in  an  age  that  applauds  feats  of  individual  skill  and 
daring.   The  bullfighter  is  lionized  -r  yet  he  kills  for  sport  and  not  for 
survival.   The  astronaut  is  idolized  -  he  is  paid  to  explore  a  new  en- 
vironment for  a  world  that  has  never  fully  understood,  but  is  ready  to 
destroy,  its  own.   Such  figures,  such  feats  capture  the  public  imagina- 
tion. 

Yet  the  measure  of  man's  greatness  is  often  best  judged  at  simple 
tasks  when,  beset  by  the  howling  savagery  of  nature,  he  stumbles  on  in 
the  pursuit  of  an  everyday  task  towards  a  destiny  as  bleak  as  that  of 
Oedipus,  Lear  not  really  knowing  why  but  motivated  by  an  innate  sense  of 
duty  and  challenge. 

To  these  simple,  often  bloody  and  rude  men  of  the  past,  David 
Blackwood  has  granted  dignity  and  grandeur.   The  sealing  epic  will  sur- 
vive to  haunt  the  memories  of  men  long  after  the  helicopter  has  left 
the  deserted  ice  pans,  never  to  return.   He  has  made,  of  Newfoundland 
swilers,  men  of  tragic  substance."
